According to ffiarianne Scott, 
Director of Libraries, the sched- 
ule of library hours is drawn up 
each year in conjunction ujith 3AC 
based upon use patterns of pre- 
vious years. Staffing of the 
library is budgeted for on a 
yearly basis, and careful consid- 
eration ujas given to funds avail- 
able in establishing operating 
hours. 

Mrs. UJright, the [Ylacdonald 
librarian, is in charge of the 
specific operating scheme on this 
campus. Given a fixed sum of 
money, she does her best to pro- 
vide students luith a balance of 
quality and quantity of service. 
If the students uiant extended 
hours throughout the semester, 
then the funds for the financing 
of this ujill come from money 
that is presently allocated for 
the purchasing of journals and 
periodicals. The present sche*- » 
dule setup uiill have the library 
open until 11:00 pm (Yionday 
through Friday, and on Sunday 
afternoons 2:00 to 5:00, starting 
November 6th. Past experience 
has shoiun that students do not 
use extended services earlier in 
the semester and therefore it is 
questionable to sacrifice quality 
of service for quantity, ujhen it 
appears that this mould reduce 
the overall quality of service. 

The Students' Council is 
presently studying alternative 
methods for financing extended 
services for next semester. 

Renovations to the main 
building have already caused some 
students inconveniences ujith 
regard to the library, and luill

The federal department of agriculture has been making plans 
for a quota, system ^uL/ithi.n , the . fruit and vegetable markets in 
Canada. I rhanaged to arrange an intervieuj uiith a (Iflr* Birch, 
ujho is director of the Federal Agricultural Policy of Domestic 
Affairs. I uuas granted a private intervieui because I am a (Ylac- 
donald College student. (Ylr. Birch obtained his BSc in Agricultural 
Economics at fflac just after UJorld llJar II. 

The appointment uuas for tu;o in the afternoon. I expected 
to be kept luaiting in his outer office for at least an hour before 
seeing him. I luas not disappointed. I finally got to see him 
at four. His office uuas one of a typical bureaucrat, lush car- 
peting on the floor uuith a uualnut desk and ujall paneling. A 
number of oil paintings on the uuall added that executive touch. 
I luas seated and I promptly got out my notebook and started to

and vegetables. Each province uuill assign the quotas to the 
farmer uiith Ottaiua giving the final okay. Quotas uuill be alloted 
on a four month basis. The periods uuill be 3an-April, (Ylay-August 
and Sept-Dec. The farmer has to grouu his quota uuithin the given 
period. If the quota is not reached uuithin the four months the 
farmer uuill not be able to sell his produce. His quota uuill be 
voided and he uuill have to suffer the losses. It has not been 
determined yet houj the quotas uuill be alloted and houu much pro- 
duce uuill fulfill a quota. This still has to be uuorked out. 
A statement on this subject uuill be released next lueek by the 
government. 

The quota system uuill commence January 1, 1979. Identical 
: four month quota systems are being planned for organic fertilizer 
and honey production. These systems have not been publicized. 
Private individuals feel that it is a government ploy to help 
reduce inflation. Elections are occuring in the Spring so this 
move uiill be favourable for them.

In his 1976 book, Prolonqev/i ty , Albert Rosenfeld, formerly 
j science editor of Life and subsequently of Saturday R ev/ieuj , dis- 
cusses theories and recent research developments regarding sci- 
entific prolongation of the human life span, which he says:

Despite the phenomenal ad- 
vances achieved by science and 
modern medecine, 'maximum* life 
span has remained static though 
^average' human life span has 
been increased dramatically. 
As of recent times, human cells 
cannot live eternally, except, 
conceivably in tissue culture. 
Hou/ever, genetic determination 
of lifB span may be directed 
through genetic engineering 
touiard ages well beyond the nor- 
mal mean estimates of 70-80 years 
to a possible potential of over 
110 years. If DNA were to remain 



intact, then cells could reproduce^ 
indefinitely. Yet there is such i 
an accumulation of "garbage", in ■ 
terms of environmental stress and 
toxic metabolic side-procucts , thaj 
it is presently impossible to guar^ 
against defective and/or mutant 
genetic programmes. But it is be- 
lieved that longevity could be aug 
mented, if restrictions were for- 
mulated on the various inputs into 
human bodies, such as diet or ra- 
diation exposure. Since the rate 
of energy consumption by the body 
is related to factors of diet and ; 
temperature among others, it is hy; 
pothesized that heat and high calo, 
ric diets (ie. fat intake) make , 
for high metabolism and short lifsr 
If diet restrictions appear unfea- 
sible, perhaps technologies can be 
developed to "fool" the hypothala- 
mus into believing that a lesser I 
caloric input has entered the body.
